"The Dumber of male infants born 


yearly exceeds that of female by 1 to 4 
per cent the proportion varying slight- 
ly from year to year," writes Profess- 
or D B. McAnally of "The American 
Girl's Chances of Marriage," in the 
Ladies Home Journal "The mishaps 
of boyhood, however, reduce the num- 
ber of boys to some extent, but not BO 
much as to make the adult females out- 
number the males. For every American 
woman, therefore, there ought to be a 
husband in posse if not in esse, and the 
fact that there is a large percentage of 
unmarried adult women in the country, 
and a greater proportionate number in 
some sections than in others, is attrib- 
utable to causes which have disturbed 
the balance of population. In all new 
countries—and compared with Europe 
the United States is a new country- 
there is a larger proportion of males 
than of females. The aggregate popu- 
lation of the United States, so far as the 
latest official figures show, is 62,622,- 
980, of which 88.067,880 are males and 
80,654,870 are females. Thus the pre- 
ponderance of males over females would 
seem to make it comparatively easy for 
the American girl to secure a husband, 
but in certain sections this is evidently 
not the case, else the proportion of 
adult unmarried women would not be 
so large If men would remain In the 
neighborhoods where they were born 
the proportion of men and women 
would be nearly equal all over the 
country, but men find work hard to get 
in the older and more populous com- 
munities, and go to the newer statea 
The young women are left behind, and 
the young men, after settling in their 
new homes, forget the companions of 
their youth and contract alliances 
among their new friends in the west; 
hence some of the eastern states show a 
surplus of females!."

Los'» In tbe Aiiem- 
My on Bfareb 8tb; reconildered in the 
Asiembly and passed March 9th by a 
two-third* majority, and tbe remit 
was duly announced by the Speaker. 
Unless tbe Assembly journal has been 
tampered with, the action of the As- 
csmbly with rsgard to Senate bill 76 
will b« shown to bars been entirely 
regular. 


As the history of bills daring ,the 


session was written for the moat part 
by tbe chief olerk, an explanation ie 
doe from Kate Roff in relation to the 
biitory of tbe bill. However, I jcannot 
beliere that Mr. Roff made tbe mistake 
•lief »d by the Governor. 


It is my opinion that if the bill is 


lost It has been defeated 
through 


chicanery and not oarelessneis. I hope 
some public-spirited perioa will probe 
this matter to the bottom and show up 
the tools that have been used to over- 
turn the work of a two-thirds majority 
of the legislature.

The JOVBIUL >grae* with Mr. Paul 


that Mr. Boff neither carelessly nor in- 
tentionally made an Incorrect entry In 
tbe Assembly Journal. To oar person- 
al knowledge he is most careful in all 
of bis olerieal duties, and that he 
shonld Intentionally make an errone- 
ous record; our disbelief amounts to a 
moral certainty to tbe contrary. The 
matter, however, ean be set at rest by 
an examination «f the Asiembly re- 


• cords ef the dates mentioned by Mr. 


Paul, which we are confident would ex- 
onerate Mr. Boff from all blame. The 
history of tbs bill as it appeared in tbe 
Appeal on the day following the veto, al- 
though badly muddled and ambiguous 
in Us verbiage, gars no ground for a 
veto except an evident clerical error of 
the substitution of 17 Instead of 7— 
"not present" In the Assembly, whiob 
would require nothing more than an 
examination of the Assembly Journal 
to ascertain whether there was an error, 
either accidentally 
or deeigndely, 


committed in tbe enrollment of tbe 
bill. For such a flimsy cause we did 
not, and do not believe that the Gover- 
nor was justified in disregarding the 
wishes of four-fifths of the people of 
tbe State by disapproving the bill. We 
have sine* been told that the Appeal 
report was incorrect in several particu- 
lars. We also agree with Mr. Paul In 
his belief that the bill was defective 
through chicanery and not careless- 
ness, ferall the •Iroamstaocea point 
that way, and, at be says, "tbe matter 
should be probsd to the bottom to 
show up tbe tools that have been used 
to overturn the work of a two-thirds 
legislative majority, and tbe senti- 
ments of four-fifths of tbe people ol 
the State. It would be an easy matter 
to compare the Assembly Journal with 
tbe history as shown on tbe enrolled 
bills. That would famish tbe clue 
which could easily be followed to tbe 
source of the negligence or crime. If 
no public spirited person" sses fit to 
Investigate the matter It is due; to the 
innocent persons who might be sus- 
pscted, that they In justice to them- 
selves, place tbe blame where it prop- 
trly belongs. If the history of the bill 
as shown upon the enrolled copy was 
so defective that the Governor was jus- 
tified in vstoing it upon the gronnd 
that it would not be sustained by the 
oourti, as the chief executive officer of 
the State, be should ascertain where 
and bow tbe defects occurred. One 
thiag Is cert sin: the bill passed the 
Assembly by a more than two-thirds 
majority as Is kuown personally to 
•very member of tbat body. If Us en- 
rolled history does not show this tben 
the .history is wrong upon its face— 
•ad it is the right of tbe psople to be 
Informed where and by whom the mur- 
derous work was committed.

story wooden structures adjoining J. 
J. Qalnn'a store on the north, a person 
can form no idea of the improvements 
that are going on inside and in the 
raar. 
Solid 
brick walls have been 


erected a story high and the work will 
continue until one of the finest and 
most substantial 
buildings in 
the 


town is completed. 


The ground is owned by Mr. Quinn
